O n April 24, 18 9 8 Col Rowan 
landed from an open boat near 
T urq uino peak in C uba and m ade 
his w ay alone throug h enem y in­ 
fested territory to reach G arcia 
and to secure secret inform ation 
relative to ex isting m ilitary con­ 
ditions in G arcia’s reg ior, which 
later 
proved 
invaluable 
to

ting uished service cross for his 
act. 
F or his services he w as the 
subject of E lbert

A fter serving on the intercontinental railw ay survey in charg e 
of hy psom etric w ork in C entral A merica, and as m ilitary attache to 
Chile, Col. Rowan retired to private life in San Francisco, w h ere for 
y ears he lived w ith his w ife in a w eather beaten cottag e atop R us­ 
sian hill. 
For the past several y ears he w as too ill to have visitors but 
g ranted an occasional interview to the press.

W mTITH new American fo rces safely entrenched upo n the island o f 
Gaudalcanal in the so uthw est Pacific, it no w can be anno unced 
that the battling marines and o ther gro und fo rces there hav e been 
bo lstered heav ily . Naturally there w as no disclo sure o f the size o f 
these reinfo rcem ents. But they must hav e been co nsiderable. They 
called fo r a fleet o f transpo rts, pro tected by w arships and umbrella 
aircraft, and the landing o peratio n required two full day s, just a 
week ago . That in itself wo uld indicate the new fo rce was a fo rm idable 
o ne, and its arriv al heralded the day when Gaudalcanal mo re fully 
w ill serv e its purpo se as the first majo r springbo ard o f attack against 
ax is bases to the no rth.

HEWING THE W AY— The news is in itself a pattern o f the present 
battle. In Gaudalcanal, o ccupied first as a result o f the mo st sav age 
fighting, is to be held permanently by the United States fo r the 
duratio n o f the war. The latest repo rts o f its o ccupied area, o f 
which v ital Henderso n air field is the center, no w has been e x ­ 
tended to embrace 90 square miles. The Americans are in po s­ 
sessio n o f all the strategic hills, and v irtually ev ery w o rthwhile 
harbo r o n its co astline.

STILL MOPPING UP— Befo re the J aps are ex pelled co m pletely fro m 
Gaudalcanal there is still wo rk to be do ne— the difficult and pains­ 
taking task in prim itiv e jungle o f mo pping up remaining J ap­ 
anese remnants. It’s the same jo b M acArthur has o n his hands in 
the much larger island o f Guinea. The wo rst, and the mo st im ­ 
po rtant is o v er, with J apanese lines o f co m m unicatio n shattered 
by air attack, and the J aps unable to reinfo rce theia dwindling 
co lum ns o n Gaudalcanal o r to bring them urgently needed fo o d 
and am m unitio n.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11—(INS)—Bring ing total w ar co sts to 
$331,6 00,000,000, President Roosevelt today submitted a breath­ 
taking $108 ,9 03,047 ,9 23 "w ar budg et" to the new 7 8 th con­ 
g ress and asked for enactm ent oi what ho called a "harsh" 
prog ram to raise $16 ,000,000,000 more a y ear in revenue thro ugh 
tax ation, forced saving s—or both.

One h undred billion dollars of 
the all-tim e record budg et, which 
is for the fiscal y ear starting July 
1, will be ex pended directly on 
the w ar, Mr. Roosevelt prom ised.

Again Th© Submarine 


jgEGINNING in December, and ex tending through 
until April the menace of the sea in the trans­ 
portation of supplies, equipment, and men grows. 
In the north Atlantic winter is the season of storm, 
and fog, and rough water. During that time the 
oppoi {unities for successful submarine warfare are 
increased greatly. 
So within recent days there has been much 
more discussion of shipping losses, and of the bat­ 
tles on the oceans. A convoy reached its destina­ 
tion in the north Atlantic Sunday only after beat­ 
ing off 35 separate U-boat attacks, covering 
a 
period of four days and nights, during which Lon­ 
don reported that at least two submarines were 
sunk, and the convoy itself suffered “ some losses.” 
The submarine is another of the weapons which 
should be given careful attention in the post-war 
period, if and when the world gives some thought 
to the tools which it licenses to kill itself off It 
was about the first innovation in warfare when 
science and invention entered to completely alter 
the character of armed conflict. Since then the air­ 
plane, the tank, and the armored car have come 
in to introduce what now is called “ war of move­ 
ment.” “ War of movement,” of course, is total war 
against armed forces and civilians. It will be re­ 
called that the submarine had its baptism in the 
hands of brutal military forces as 
a weapon against 
civilians, whose crime was they happened to be on 
a ship. 


Russian Heroines 
T 
HE dispatches from Russia Saturday 
contained 
this item : 
“ The Moscow radio today announced 
the death 
of Major Marina Askova, famed Russian 
aviatrix , 
‘in th* ex ecution of her duties.* The aviatrix was 
described a* ‘beloved daughter of the Soviet people, 
commander of the air force regiment, hero of the 
Soviet union.* 
In all of that struggle in Russia women have 
deserted the role generally filled by them in war. 
They have been in the thick of the fight. As a re­ 
sult one Russian heroine, serving with a guerilla 
fore*, and shooting with deadly accuracy, is cred­ 


ited with having killed scores of nazis. She was a 
recent visitor to American shores 
Now comes the citation 
of 
anoth er 
Russian 
woman, who took to the skies to demonstrate her 
loyalty and her love to 
Russia. 
Her 
gallantry, 
bravery, and skill can be admired, the more so be­ 
m use her countrywomen and children have been 
treated ruthlessly by invading forces, but still the 
thought of women engaged in battle is unwelcome 
to the bulk of the American people. Here, probably 
*s nowhere else in the world, the spirit of chivalry 
still survives in limited form, 
and the feeling per­ 
sists that when there is fighting to be 
done, 
it 
sh ould be done by men until the last man drops. 
That has been and should continue to be one of the 
distinguishing differences between civilization and 
semi-barbarism.

RESIDENT ROOSEVELTS war budget to the 
new congress will have to do Its own talking 
Total war, affecting peoples of governments which 
still retain the system of capitalism, involves ex ­ 
penditures on a scale incomprehensible to the aver­ 
age citizen. 
Military necessities, it is ex plained, if an ex ­ 
planation is necessary, make it impossible to give 
specifically the number of plane» , tank*, ships, 
and guns, and all the other equipment required by 
mechanized armies. Disclosure would place those 
facts in the hands of the enemy. Those ex pendi­ 
tures are increased 23 billions over the present 
fiscal year, and involve an outlay of 66 billion, or 
mine than half of the total sum to be spent. Pay­ 
rolls and travel, and similar outlay call for 21 bil­ 
lions, or six billions greater than the present fiscal 
year. Now industrial plants, or ex pansion of pres­ 
ent facilities, drops from six to two billion, indi­ 
cating that the major portion of that job is done. 
Likewise camps, and training centers drops off 
three billions to five billions. Revenue for lease- 
lend for the nex t fiscal year is up a billion dollars 
or calls for an aggregate of six billions.

rpHE president employs carefully chosen word* to 
bring the war home to the American people. 
“ V ictory,” he says in the budget message, “ can­ 
not be bought with any amount of money, how­ 
ever large: victory is achieved by the blood of 
soldiers, the sweat of working men and women 
and the sacrifice of all people.” 
Which, literally, in the practical sense, not in 
remote, abstract or theoretical fashion, is true. The 
war which Hitler and his satellites in the ax is 
partnership brought to the world, hits every man 
woman and child now, and for the remainder of 
their lives. The president has some recommenda­ 
tion* in the budget message which relate to the 
individual. 


He tell congress the American people should 
undertake through new tax ation or savings to col­

GERMS WHICH INHABIT 
NOSE A WINTER MENACE 
With the season 
running into 
the time of y ear when colds are 
very prevalent, we would ail like 
to do something sensible to keep 
ourselves as healthy as possible. 
One thing that wc should real­ 
ize concerning the mechanism of 
colds is 
that 
everyone 
carries 
some germs in the nose. These do 
no harm most of the time and in 
most people they do no harm any 
of the time to the individual who 
carries 
them 
because 
he 
has 
formed an immunity to them. 
When he gets a cold, however, 
the resistance of the mucous mem­ 
brane of the nose is lowered and 
these germs get a foothold which 
they do not ordinarily have in 
health. 
Besides 
that, 
a 
person 
carrying a certain set of germs 
around may be immune to them 
himself, but when he coughs or 
sneezes he scatters them in the 
air where they can be picked up 
by others who have not acquired 
immunity to them; in that way 
they do harm. 
Germs in the Nose 
J ust how frequently are germs 
found in a normal person’s nose? 
How many are found, and what 
kinds? These questions were put 
to an ex perimental answer by two 
Chicago physicians who took 500 
consecutive patients who had been 
admitted to a medical service for 
reasons other than nose and throat 
diseases. In other words, none of 
these people had a cold either in 
the nose, throat or chest. They 
varied in age from four weeks to 
78 years and w-ere, therefore, a 
fairly representative cross-section 
of the entire population. 
All 500 of these patients had 
two kinds of germs without ex ­ 
ception: the staphyliciccus albus 
and the diphtheriod bacillus. The 
staphylococcus albus is the germ 
which causes the formation of pus 
and this probably operates in the 
later stages of a cold when there 
is a pussy secretion from the nose. 
The diphtheroid bacillus is prob­ 
ably not the kind that causes 
diphtheria, but is simply some­ 
thing like the diphtheria bacillus 
in form. 
It is often said that pneumonia 
is carried in the nose and throat, 
but the germs of pneumonia were 


found in very few of th ese pa­ 
tients—only about 7 per cent and 
in th ese th ere was some h istory of 
sinus disease of th e nose and 
the 
nose was not perfectly normal. 
Evidence of Sinus Disease 
It was also found that a 
small 
percentage had x -ray evidences of 
some sinus disease. This latter 
group amounted to about 4 per 
cent. In them a larger variety of 
organisms was found, including 
true diphtheria bacillus, strepto­ 
coccus and pneumonia germs. The 
study would seem to indicate that 
people with sinus disease natu­ 
rally catch cold more easily be­ 
cause 
they 
have 
more 
germs 
which 
are 
likely 
to bring 
on 
trouble than a normal individual. 
As soon as a cold is implanted 
on the mucous membrane of the 
nose, the germs which are present 
begin to grenv and embed them­ 
selves and probably 
cause 
the 
symptoms which last for the two 
or three weeks of convalescence, 
The study certainly proves what 
has been a general belief: that 
those who have colds should have 
the social responsiblity of cough­ 
ing and sneezing in a handker­ 
chief and that everyone should 
avoid close contact with a person 
who has a cold, and particularly 
should keep out of the way of the 
spray which he throws out in 
coughing and sneezing.

Members of the railway com­ 
mission are speculating on what 
gas rationing and better crops 
will do to Nebraska towns and 
villages. 
The answer will not be 
known for another six months, 
hut there are already some trends 
discernible. 
1. 
Some people are reported 
to have taken their first train 
rides in recent days. 
Others who 
have not ridden on railways for 
years are now using them again. 
What the 
railway 
figurps will 
show 
in 
both 
passengers 
and 
freight, will not be known for 
several months but the implica­ 
tions are favorable to them. 
2. 
A greater 
influence 
than 
mere gasoline rationing is the re­ 
turn of agricultural prosperity to 
Nebraska. 
3. 
Will thp railroads gradually 
find themselves stabilized to such 
an ex tent that they will give up 
asking for station and trackage 
abandonments? 
Temporary Factor? ' 
Some regard the gasoline ration­ 
ing program as a temporary factor 
in the stabilization and develop­ 
ment of small towns, with further 
recessions after it is lifted. Others 
see people getting the habit <>f 
train riding again, with railroad 
transportation carrying on in a 
big wav long after the rationing 
is lifted. 
“ There is another side to this 
matter,” one 
commissioner 
re­ 
marked. 
“ For the first time Ne­ 
braska is needed in the national 
economy. 
It may seem strange to 
think of not being needed, but 
only a few years ago when there 
was surplus agricultural produc­ 
tion, such seemed to be the case. 
Now that is changed. 
I see in the 
present situation the possibility 
of great changes and development 
of our

towns. 
Money 
makes for development.”

137 J apanese planes out of the skies, succeeded in sinking three
